The articles that ARRL has on line are mostly technical and generally = 
represent the best on a particular topic, or at least the best more = 
recent articles. =20 


If you go to the QST/QEX/NCJ/Ham Radio article search engine at: 
http: //www.arrl.org/members-only/qqnsearch. html 


you can look up articles by title, author or key word (the ARRL TIS = 
folks have added categorization words to the article database, so a cute = 
title like "Mid Michigan Skyhook" will appear if you type in the keyword 
"tower." A list of the keywords for each article appears in the search = 
results, to help you identify construction projects from tutorial = 
articles, etc. A list of the keywords can be downloaded to help you in = 
your search. 


Even more important, the articles that are available for download appear = 
first, with the hyperlink, so most of the time, you will be able to get = 
the instant gratification. Unfortunately, the QST search engine is = 
available on the members-only page, but to some, it is reasonable that = 
members are the ones who would be most interested in QST. Right now, = 
most of the articles that are available for download on the TIS web = 
pages are not members-only. We started with articles that are good 
fodder to help beginning hams get started and those that promote = 


technology that is for the good of the amateur radio service.=20 


If anyone thinks the TIS web pages have any holes, give us some = 
suggestions for articles. And, worst come to worst, the ARRL TIS folks 
can make photocopies of ARRL articles for you. There is a fee -- $3.00 
for members and $5.00 for non members. Non members have to prepay, but 
a member can email reprints@arrl.org and ask for the article and Helen = 
will send it out, usually within a day or two. Sorry about the fee, but 
when we had it available for no charge, we would occasionally get = 
requests for as many as 100 articles, "because they are free." Even at 
$3.00 a pop, if we get a large request, it costs us more than we get to 
photocopy and mail them, but we want to try to help. Of course, it is = 
usually faster -- and cheaper -- to find a local source. Sometimes QST = 
is available in your local library and the old timer at the local radio 
club may have them going back to 1933!

I have a 120' run on 4" flex pvc pipe from the house to the 
tower. At the house end, I have a low spot like Doug H. 
mentioned and cut a "small" slit in the bottom of the pipe as 


a drain hole. At one time, I had about 30 gallons of water in 
the pipe!, which is why I cut the slit to drain. I also have 
a 4" Muffin fan that runs continuously in the duct to keep air 
moving and keep things dry. Works great. I had one instance 
when squirrels were running in and out. Solved that fast 
using some smoke generated at the muffin fan and away they 
went 8-), and stayed out after that. If you do not make 
provisions for drainage, you will have an underground swimming 
pool for the cables.

I have a 40' +/- run of rotor cable, remote antenna switch control 
cable, and coax between my shack and HF tower. The cables now are 


laying on the ground/grass but are in an area with lot's of foot traffic 


and a vehicle now and then. Being able to run the cables underground in 
pvc hopefully will cut down on cable damage. 


How much should I worry about sealing the ends of the pvc to keep rain 
out? I'm guessing that moisture will still find it's way into the pvc 
but will it be any worse than with the cables on the ground?

I've been fortunate to live in 2 different cities with libraries that had 
back issues of QST on microfilm. (And one that had them bound - all the way 
back to #1.) The Columbus (OH) Metro Library has them in the microfilm 
stacks, as does the Rochester (NY) Institute of Technology library. Ohio 
University in Athens has the bound volumes. (Also bound volumes of Ham 
Radio, which I miss very much.) 


The microfilm viewers take a little fiddling to figure out how to use them, 
but you can usually print from them as well. 


But a good searchable index is a must when using microfilms. It's a pain to 
have to zip through 12 months of QS to get to the year-end index.

George has done a spectacular effort both on the web page, 
and, more importantly, on the QuickieLab design itself. 


As the material in the journals and the website says, this is a 
living project. It was conceived as a means to make available 
to the average ham homebrewer a digital design platform. 


So what? Well that's a good question. Just look at the builit-in 
functions and you will see many of the elements we need to 

build our very own test gear for use around the shack. And it's 
programmable in a special version of the simple BASIB programming 
language called PBASIC. No need to learn assembly language 

since you can download the PBASIC Editor right off the web - fo 
free! And there's lots of tutorial and educational material on the 
same web site for the same price - free! 


To load programs all you have to do is to download the editor, load it 
on your (Windoze) computer and load it right over the the BS-2 on your 
Quickielab through the RS232 port. There's even a version of the editor 
that runs on older DOS machines including the minimalistic Poqet 
computers. 


So far there are seveal QuickieLab applications on the website. If you were 
at Atlanticon or Pacificon this year perhaps you saw the Quickielab 
breadbaord running the Morse Voltmeter or the Audio/Visual Voltmeter. 

And there's one more program on the site - the VXO-Mate which integrates 

an AudioVisual Voltmeter and a frequency counter - all using the 

built-in QuckieLab IOX functions. 


And there will be more programs as time goes on. Several others are in the 
works for my Joe's Quickie and TTAM material in the QRP Quarterly. 


Furthermore there is some tutorial material in the works which will help 
beginning programmers start from the ground up using the QuickieLab 

along with (I repeat - free) educational material from the Parallax web 
site. 

Along with the tutorial stuff will be an ever-growing reference list to help 
Basic Stamp users find all sorts of information, mostly on-line but also 
some selected books.

Tried something new here that didn't work out as 
expected. Had 4 new and not inexpensive half AA Lithium batteries 
(about 1000 mah capacity). 


Rig- Rock Mite 20/Ant- 4 L monoband Yagi at 110 feet. 


Weight was good but the "dynamic"energy density of these particular 

cells was not good (there may be a better term- like stamina???) . 

Power dropped from 250 mw at start of contest to 30 mw 90 minutes into it. 
The terminal voltage dropped from about 11 volts on receive to below nine. 
The batteries after a short rest now measure 13.6 volts- no load. 


Of note....one contact made when output was 30 milliwatts, and 
it was Rock Mite to Rock Mite with K3NZ. 


Sorry for reporting 500 milliwatts output (habit) for the test...guess I was 
being 


optimistic (or would that be power input before my batteries folded).

Paul, 


In the past I used an old garden hose buried about 6" deep about 30 feet 
long to get a coax from the house to the 5BTV Vertical out back. It 
outlasted the Antenna. 


I must say that Doug Hendricks had a very good suggestion. The Drop to the 
distant end is quite good. You can also add a Tee and adapter to that end 
and Drill the top of a PVC Top Cap to accept a short piece of the pvc pipe 
from the tee. If you use the large (6" CAP) it will fit the perforated PVC 
drain Pipe. This will in effect create a "Dry Well" on that end. You can 
install it with a post hole digger and then fill in around and even some 
inside the pvc pipe. this will secure it in place and allow good drainage. 


DO NOT CEMENT the Joints. That way you can remove the cap if you need to 
work on it later. 


Actually, you might just want to use normal 6" PVC Pipe and Cap and drill 
a hole in one side to accept the 3/4" PVC conduit. then just bring the 
cable up thru a small hole in the cap. You can get "Duct Seal" at Home 
Depot or any Electrical Supply. It is Clay like stuff that never really 
hardens. Normally used around electrical and telephone cables to keep 
critters out and act as a fire stop. 


Yet another idea is to just lay the conduit on a slope as Doug described 
and put a tee plus a short section and a cap plug. In this case, you 
should have about a foot or so past the cable exit fitting. You also could 
put another tee and plug on the house end. This is where you connect the 
Compressed AIR Source to "Blow the Conduit Dry" Those in the Telephone 
Business will know not to stand near the other end as cleaning takes 
place. :%% There She Blows... = Fore! in Golf.
